It is now obvious that the administration intends to step out in international 


affairs and play cm aggressive role. The apparent intention of the President 
tojicrap the Neutrality Act should remove any doubt as to that. 


1 Of course we are not told that we 
are to do a little world policing. We 
are merely told the President will at- 
tempt 
to "amend" the 
Neutrality 


Act. Tlie plan as reported is that the 
President has approved the amendment 
to the act which will permit him to 
embargo shipments toEnggressor coun- 
tries. 


Maybe we should do this. Doubt- 


les many good Americans think we 
should. But at least we ought to be 
frank with ourselves about it and 
know precisely what we are doing. 
Because it is a very serious step. It 
is a complete reversal of our inter- 
national policy. And it is loaded with 
dynamit. We will be very foolish 
Jf we attemt to disguise what we are 
doing under innoncet looking words. 
Tlie last word we should use is "neu- 
trality." 


We have a Neutrality Act. The 


policy of that act is to keep severely 
out of quarorls between other nations. 
It is based upon the well-founded 
fear that if two other nations go to 
war we attempt to supply them with 
munitions, to make a profit out of the 
war trade, we will get into trouble 
and possibly war. At least that is

Germany W o u l d Swap

BERLIN, Germany — (If) — Berlin's 


chief of police banned Jews hence- 
forth fro mappearing in the capital's 
principal streets, public buildings,-na- 
tional memorials, theaters, and other 
public places. 


The decree provided that Jews who 


eceeceeeccceeeeecETAOIN ETAOIN E 
are German subjects or without na- 
tionality may neither walk or ride 
within these areas—with the sole ex- 
ception of Jews now living in the 
regions marked out by new regula- 
tions effective December 6. 


Jews resident in the areas must ob- 


tain polcic permits to enter or leave 
their districts. 


Swap Jews for Exjxirts 


A leading Nazi editor disclised Fri- 


day that plans were being studied for 
making Jewish emigration possible in 
return for increased German exports. 
He said Field Marshal Goering, di- 
(itector of the four-year economic 
plan, would announce it soon. 


(In London, an niternational com- 


mittee on refugees met and was said to 
have decided to make a fresh ap- 
proach to Germany to arrange for emi- 
gration of German Jews through Ger- 
man Foreign Minister von Ribben- 
trop, during his visit to Paris Tues- 
day.) 


The editor explained the emigration 


scheme as follows: 


"Jews need foreign exchange to get 


out. 
We haven't any. Hence other 


nations must supply it. These nations, 
however, will insist that Germany 
should repay these sums from posses- 
sions left behind by German Jews. 


"There is only one way we can re- 


pay—through goods. 
Therefore the 


problem of ridding ourselves of Jews 
and for Jews to make emigration pos- 
sible comes to this: "How great a 
quantity of additional German goods 
are foreign nations prepared to buy 
from Germany? They can have all 
650,000 Jews and half-Jews if they 
will give us enough export orders."

Therefore 
the act provides that 


when the war starts the President 
shall proclaim the fact and thereafter 
we shall ship to neither. That is 
neutrality. 


There is another doctrine—the ex- 


act opisite of this and the exact op- 
psite of neutrality. That doctrine is 
to be un-neulral. It porposes to take 
sides. It proposes to permit this coun- 
try to weigh the guilt in the event 
of war between two nations and then 
put ourselves on the side of one of 
them by refusing to sell to the ag- 
gressor—the guilty nation. You may 
favor that but certainly you will 
not have the boldness to call it neut- 
rality. 


The President plans to "amend' the 


neutrality Act to put thala power 
into his hands. The way to deal hon- 
estly with the country is to scrap the 
Neutrality Act to put that power 
embodying this different and contrad- 
iatory policy. 


How to Do it? 


But if America is to go in for this 


how should we do it? If we are to 
put ourselves into the situation a- 
gainst tlic aggressor, we have to dec- 
ide who is the aggrosor. Who will 
make that decision? 
For 
remem- 


ber, that is a decision which may 
lead us into war. To whom will we 
commit that awful judgment? The 
President proposes that we put that 
power into his hands." He wishes to 
change who is the guilty party in 
the war and, having made that dec- 
son, to put the American economic 
machine on the side of the innocent and 
against the guilty—or on the side 
which the President sympathizes with. 


If we are to go in for such a policy, 


•would it not be the course of pru- 
dence to leave that decision to Con- 
jrcss or the people who will have to 
fight the war if war begins?

The 
question which farmers of 


Hempstead county and throughout the 
South will decide in the cotton market- 
ing quota referendum is whether or 
not any production control measures 
will be in effect bn the 1939 crop, 
Oliver L. Adams, county agent, points 
out. He urges that all farmers become 
familiar with the present market sit- 
uation so that they can determine this 
question for themselves. 


'Under 
the 
program, 
marketing 


quotas may be applied whenever the 
supply is 7 per cent above normal, and 
when two-thirds of the farmers voting 
in the referendum declare in favor of 
them," tht county agent explained. 


Big Carryover 


At the present time the normal sup- 


ply, 
taking domestic needs and nor- 


mal exports into consideration, is 18,- 
200,000 bales, while the actual supply 
is 25,000,000 bales, including the carry- 
over of 13,700,000 bales and the 1938 
crop. 
> 


It is estimated that without market- 


ing qfuotas in 1939, the South would 
plant form 35 to 38 million acres, with 
a probable production of 15 million 
bales. Tills would be about 3 mil- 
lion bales larger than the 1938 crop, 
the county agent said. The resulting 
lower ^price would probably increase 
consumption ;by'a million bates,, but 
the carry-over from the 1939 crop 
would be increased by at least 2 mil- 
lion bales, it is said. 


May Cut Price 


Ht is believed that this large' a sup- 
ply would probably reduce prices foi 
tht 1939 crop by one or two cents. Ac- 
cording to the provisions of the pro- 
gram, no cotton loan can' be offered ii 
marketing quotas are not accepted bj 
formers, and the.absence of the sup- 
port of a loan would probably force 
the price down another one or two 
cents. 


If marketing quotas are accepted by 


the farmers, Uie acreage planted in 
1939 will be hel dto 27 million, with a 
Wobablc production of 
12 million 


bales. This would reduce the che car- 
ry-over by about a million bales, cot- 
ton loans will be available as further 
support to the price, and there would 
be some hope of higher prices. 


It can be expected that a crop of 


15,000,000 bales would mean a price of 
at least 3 cents less a pound than 
would a 12,000,000 bale crop, so that 
the gross income to be expected from 
'.he larger crop would be approximate- 
ly 5450,000,000 as compared to S540 - 
000,000 for the-smaller crop

by the pilot. 


At the same time loop antennae are

He merely lakes 
the bearings on two or more radio sta- 
tions and determines his position on 
Ihe airway map by simple Iriangula- 
llon.

new device, the "position fiscler."' It 
employs a

m;ip of (he radio range and broadcast 
stations in an area of 520 miles in di- 
ameter, covering the route ovc-r which 
Iho pilot is flying. Twenty such maps 
cover the country. 


The pilot tunes in his radio stations 


and transfers their compass bearings 
to the position finder by rotating discs. 


Danger of ice as one of the leading 


threats to winter flying has been great- 
ly reduced. New equipment effect- 
ually combats formation of ice on 
wing surfaces, propellers and radio 
antennae. 


Equipment consists chiefly of rub- 


ber coverings installed on all leading 
edges of the ship, including the wings, 
and so constructed that periodic pul- 
sations of air through the rubber tub- 
ing under coverings break off the ice 
as soon as it forms. To prolecl the 
propellers a slinger ring is attached, 
feeding an anti-freeze solution to the 
bare blades. Radio antennae is kept 
free by a shock cord mounted on the 
antennae attachment to the fin. The 
pilot jerks the cord, it snaps back, re- 
moving the ice. 


Hand in hand with the purely me- 


chanical devices to make flying saf- 
er go at least a dozen other'practices 
now employed by major airlines. 


Transport ships are equiped with 


sufficient gasoline for a round trip. 
This rule holds whether or not it 
means canceling passenger seats. Min- 
imum flighl altitudes are set, requir- 
ing that a pilot under all conditions 
maintain a height of at least one-half 
mile above the highest terrain within 
50 miles of the course. 


Miss No Bets - 


Pilots are paid a guaranteed min- 


imum salary, whether they fly or not. 
Every flight is made under definite 
order with the requirement that the 
dispatcher approve the flight plan be- 
fore the plane can take off. During the 
winter months schedules are lengthen- 
ed, flying speed reduced wilh a re- 
sultant saving or horsepower, a prime 
safety factor.

have been increased, a new system of 
oil tank "logging" or lining has been 
devised.

ed in clothing demonstration in Hemp- 
stead county. 


Wardrobes for 4-H club girls have 


never had more possibilities than they 
have this year, since there are so 
many possibilities for combinations of 
garments for various occasion, ac- 
cording to Miss Sue Marshall, exten- 
sion specialist in clothnig and house- 
hold arts. University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of • Agriculture. 


It is not the number of dresses and 


accessories in a girl's wardrobe that 
makes it outstanding. Miss Marshall 
points out. An appropriate ensemble 
for various occasions, such as school, 
sports, and best wear, makes any 
girl's wardrobe outstanding. 


The wardrobe color, with contrasting 


accessories, must first "be selected. 
Next, the club girl should take stock 
of the dresses on hand, and plan how 
to make them over if necessary. The 
jumper dress is a fashion favorite this 
fall and is a splendid way to make 
over an old wool dress. Miss Marshall 
suggests. Blouses of all kinds may be 
made to wear with the jumper dress, 
as long as they harmonize in color. 
Cotton print, batiste, silk, or light 
weight wool may be used for these 
blouses. Unworn 
parts 
from old 


dresses may furnish the material. The 
suspenders may button on, then they 
can be removed and the skirt worn. 
with wool sweaters, a corduroy or 
velveteen jacket, or the plain jacket 
ftf a suit. 


After the plans for remodeling are 


finished, the new garments needed to 
complete the wardrobe should be plan- 
ned. A plain two-piece suit of wool 
would be an excellent choice for sports 
and street, and even church wear, Miss 
Marshall advises. It should harmonize 
with a plain wool skirt in the ward- 
robe. An extra jacket of velveteen or 
corduroy'to wear with the skirt will 
be a useful addition. If the budget 
will allow another dress, one for best 
wear and informal parties may be 
added. It may be of silk crepe, or 
sheer wool that drapes well.
